and more than 10,000 others 


watched from the outside, impres- 
sive funeral services were held in 
Wilshire Boulevard Temple here 
for Irving G. Thalberg, Jewish 
movie producer, and one of the 
best-liked executives in Hollywood. 

Ill for little more than a week, 
Mr, Thalberg died of lobar pneu- 
monia. His wife, Norma Shearer, 
was prostrated, Two children sur- 
vive, 

Of all the men in Hollywood it 
can be said that none introduced 
more actors and actresses to star: 
dom than Thalberg. Throughout 
his carer he fitted heretofore little- 
thought-of personalities in new 
roles which>spurted them to the 
screen heights, 

In recent years, Mr. Thalberg 
took an increasing interest in the 
Jewish question, being responsible 
for the formation of various Holly- 
wood groups which have contribut- 
ed generously to the various Jew- 
ish causes. 

At 10 a. m., last Wednesday, the 
entire motion picture industry 
ceased activity for a five-minute 
period, in tribute to the man who 
began as a clerk and rose to the 
top in his field. 








Charged With 
Saying Wished 
He Were Hitler 


LOS ANGELES, Calif. (JTA)— 
Track Coach Dean Cromwell’s wish 
to be “Hitler in New York for one 
hour” may lose him his job with 
the University of Southern Califor- 
nia. 

His pro-Hitler address to 3,000 
swastika waving German Ameri- 
cans at a picnic in which he de- 
fended Germany and cast asper- 
sions on the foreign elements of 
New York drew a flood of pro 
tests from students, alumni and 
prominent residents, 

Cromwell, who was a leading fig- 
ure at the Olympic Games in Ber- 
lin, said his speech was “all in 
fun and didn’t mean a thing.” He 
traced the attack on him to a “cers 
tain group of Hollywood people 
who opposed the United States en- 
try in the Olympics.” 

Prominent in the campaign 
against Cromwell was the Holly- 
wood League Against Nazism, 
which held a mass meeting on the 
question, More than 100 telegrams 
of protest were sent to President 
Rufus Kleinsmid of U. S. C., in 
cluding «messages from Eddie Can- 
tor, Fredric March and Ernst 
Lubitsch. 

Dr, Klei.smid promised an ins 
vestigation and said’ that “some- 
thing will be done.” 

Cromwell attended the picnic of

A social justice message of the Social Justice 
Commission of the Central Conference of Ameri 
can Rabbis (Reform rabbis) has evoked splendid 
comment from church leaders and liberals 
throughout the nation, Advocating the socializa- 
tion of the basic social enterprises, equitable re- 
distribution of the national income through funda- 
mental system of taxation, and general social se- 
curity for the aged, sick and the unemployed, the 
message embodies in practical form all that is 
idealistic in Jewish teachings, 

Far-sighted, progressive and challenging as is 
the message, the remarkable aspect of the entire 
situation is that it resulted % practically no com- 


ment from Jews. Unquestionably there are many 
Jews, and probably the greatest majority of them 
are members of Reform Temples, who would and 
are fighting tooth and nail every inclination to.

Fight On Anti-Semistism Being Brought Into Open ; 


Sentencing in Londor last week of Arnold 
Leese, publisher of “The Fascist,” organ of the 
Imperial Fascist League, to six months’ imprison- 
ment for criminal libel against the Jewish people, 
following on the heels of the Edmondson case in 
New York, must make it clear that a most effec. 
tive antidote for anti-Semitism is open and public 
trial. 

In Switzerland last year, a lethal blow was 
dealt the ‘“‘Protocols,” when an impartial court de- 
clared the work spurious and unfounded, A New 
York jury may end the anti-Semitic proclivities of 
Robert T, Edmondson when his case on a libel 
charge is tried. 

For many years it has been the policy of the 
wisest leaders to conduct their fight 
against anti-Semites and anti-Semitism as covert- 
ly as possible Publicity, it was felt, would serve 
only to apprize the uninitiated of the extent of anti-

this ostrich-policy bodily away from 
leaders. By their consistent and loud declarations 


that Jews are the pandora-box of all human ills, 


the Nazis have made any plan of soft-pedalling 
the situation ridiculous. 

This may be the good part of the adage, “It’s 
an ill wind that blows nobody good.” 

In Paris last week was formed a central bu- 
reau of the Central Jewish Consistory to fight 
anti-Semitism in France. An English counterpart 
of the Anti-Defamation League was organized in 
London less than three weeks ago, With the U, S. 
Anti-Defamation League, three of the world’s 
great powers now have, given over to trained so- 
ciologists and psychologists the problem of com- 
batting anti-Semitism, 

Whether the case against Leese in London was 
pushed by Jewish leaders, or even whether Ed- 
mondson’s arrest was brought about by irate New 
York Jews, is highly debatable, In Switzerland it 
is known that the Jewish community there 
brought about the trial which resulted in the in- 
dictment of the “Protocols” as a rank forgery. But 
certainly, anti defamation leaders should take cog- 
nizance of this new method of extirpating anti- 
Semitism and realize that secrecy is now no long- 
er so necessary a part of their moves to counter- 
act anti-Semitic propaganda and propagandists. 





Beware Against Those Classing All Liberals As “Reds’”’ 


By RABBI EOWARD L. ISRAEL 

At the risk of becoming one of those pests who 
drive you frantic with their “When I was abroad, 
etc.,” I want to make another observation from 
my European travels of this past summer, My 
excuse is that I feel it contains a most important 
lesson for us Americans, 

Everywhere in Europe you notice the constant- 
ly growing tendency to think in terms of extremes 
in government. The accepted alternatives seem 
to be either Fascism or Communism. 
and the universal attitude is that 
Fascism is the only defense against Communism. 
In Russia the definite creed is that Communism is 
the antidote for Fascism, 

The more regrettable fact is that even in 
those countries where democracy still holds some 


Italy almost 


sway, the struggle is narrowing itself into a bat- 
tle between the extreme right and left. France 
is the outstanding example of this. The struggling 
Blum coalition is under heavy fire from the mili- 
tant Fascist groups, while the strong Communist 
element of the Fronte Populaire is firmly con- 
vineed that republicanism or social democracy are 
only expedients which must logically move left- 
ward to Communism if Fascism is to be averted. 

The holocaust in Spain is, of course, conclu- 
sive evidence of the trend which I describe. What. 
ever group is victorious in the civil war, the re 
sult is probably going to be an extreme leftist or 
rightist position. . 

The menace now is that European extremisms 
are exerting their influence on America. 

Fascist forces are growing here, They are us- 
ing the same tactics which proved so successful in 
Germany and Italy, They accuse everyone who 
disagrees with them of being a “Red.” Thus, the 
American Fascists are accusing President Roose- 
velt of Communism, This charge is born of the 
European type of extremist thinking. To the 
American Fascist, as to his European brother, 
there-is no such thing as progressive or liberal 


In Germany 


thought. Liberals and Progressives 
classed as Bolsheviks, 

The American public had. better beware of this 
sort of propaganda in the present political cam- 
paign. It may disguise itself with the Stars and 
Stripes, but it is really Fascist tactics stalling un- 
der an American disguise.

Sensible people realize that President Roose- 
velt is not only not a Communist but is not even 
a radical, He is merely a liberal, But to Fascists, 
I repeat, liberals are all classed as “Reds.” 

On the other hand, there is, particularly among 
large sections of our youth, a deepening tendency 
to feel that the only answer to reaction is the ex- 
treme redicalism of Communism, 
importation of European despair. 


This, too, is an 


The horrible probability is that this much is 
true in this otherwise false extremism—once you 
have Fascism, you swing not to a common sense 
middle road progressivism but to Communism; or 
once you have Communism, the change will not 
be to liberal social democracy but to Fascism. 

Extremes work that way. The wild leftism of 
the French Revolutions swung to Napoleon’s ab- 
solutism before it finally achieved republicanism. 
Russian czarism had to turn to Bolshevism. It 
could not stop at Kerenskian social democracy, 

Let America take warning! If the Ku Klux 
Klan, the Black Legionnaires, the Red-baiters of 
their kind get into the saddle in America, we are 
taking the Fascist-Communist road of many Euro- 
pean lands, 

At present there is no real “Red menace” in 
America, The various election straw votes show 
a negligible Communist sentiment, But the Amer. 
ican Fascists are trying to make legitimate Amer. 
ican liberals and progressives appear Communist. 
ic to the American public. If they are successful 
they will. have dealt the death blow to American 
democracy and forced us into the bog of European 
extremism, ?

Synagogues 
Sold Out As 
Day Peacefu 


BERLIN (JTA)—German Jews 
last Week quietly observed the be 
ginning of the Jewish New Year 
5697, with services at synagogues 
}which were heavily guarded b 
uniformed and plainclothes police. 

Detachments of Jewish ex-ser 
vicemen patrolled the synagogue 
areas to prevent worshippers from 
congregating in the streets follow 
ing the services, in accordance 
with gpecial instructions issued b 
Jewish leaders in order to avoid 
possible unpleasant incidents. 

Jewish leaders had issued in-~ 
structions governing the conduct 
of Jews during the high Holy 
Days, cautioning Jews against 
dressing conspicuously, and advis- 
ing residents of Berlin particularly 
not to Wear top hats to avoid at- 
tracting attention. 

Jews Were instructed to leave 
the synagogues without delay and 
advised not to congregate in the 
streets following the services, For 
the first time worshippers were ad. 
vised aginst bringing children to 
the services. Jewish merchants 
were urged to close their shops for 
the holidays, “in order to display 
their solidarity.” 

All seats in more than thirty 
synagogues and temporary houses 
of worship were sold out. 
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
